A lead-out structure of a panel electrode, wherein: 

a pair of panels, each having a large number of. 
electrodes in an side end, are assembled together such 
that each of the panel electrodes is not perpendicular to 
each panel surface of the panels; 

a common orientation conductive sheet is bended in 
U-shape so as to make contact with the electrode portions 
of the panels; and 

a flexible substrate having a large number of 
conductors is so provided as to make contact with the 
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orientation conductive sheet or an extension portion of 
the orientation conductive sheet. 
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
